by the Daily Telegraph.

towards China in a “mood of realism.” 


There have been no indications in word or 
deed that China’s intentions are or ever have been 
other than aggressive, the newspaper says.

our troops had the sudden shock of having to 
charge into barbed-wire defences for the very 


first time. 


Onc of them, Mr Ron 
Osborne, who, with two 
other Oxoninna, was in the 
Black Watch, remembers 
well the disaster in which 
his Regiment and many 
others were badly cut up. 


On the night of December 10, 
1899, a force. under Lor 
Methuen left the Modder River 
in an attempt to relicve Kim- 
bericy, which was held by Lord 
Kokewich with the Loyal North 
Lancashires and a_ few local 
volunteers. Cecll Rhodes was 
in Kimberley at the time. 


The Black Watch led this 
relief march of the Highland 
Brigade under Gencral Wau- 
chope, followed by the 
Senforths, Argyll and Suther- 
Innd Highlanders and the High- 
Jand Light Infantry. A flerce 
storm delayed the marchers. 
As dawn broke, lights were 
seen flashing on all sides and 
the Brigade soon found them- 
selves under heavy fire from a 
thousand rifles and pompoms at 
almost point blank range. 


BADLY MAULED 


The Black Watch, with over 
400 casualties, lost half of its 
strength in a few minutes, and 
the others wero also badly 
mauled. 


Ron's most vivid memory is 
of hearing above the noise of 
battle the voice of a company~ 
sergeant-major shouting: “A 
Company, Black Watch, pre- 
pare to mect your God. Charge!" 
They did charge and had the 
shock. of hurling themselves in- 
to a forest of barbed-wire, These 
troops had never before ex- 
perienced its use as a defence 
against attacking troops. 

After: a fierce battle, the 
British survivors retired to the 
Modder River to await rein- 
forcements and Ron to nurse a 
wounded leg. 

The two other Oxford men in 
the Black Watch were Bill 
Wicks and Brassey Weeden. Jim 
Bensley, who was.a_ scout for 
many years at Oxford Univer- 
sity College, fought in the battle
